matter may be taken up with the nearest American diplomatic or consular 
office* 

TEMPLETON wrote the Passport Office, Washington, D. C., on March 12, 
1 y55>, that he desires a passport be issued him for travel to countries 
other than Russia. He related he has a letter from the Soviet Emoassy which 
says, "In response to the request contained in your letter regarding your 
desire to go to the Soviet Union, I wish to advise you that you may file 
an application for a visa only aft your passport has been validated for 
travel to our country."

March 7, ly55, "When you receive assurances that you T rill obtain a Soviet 
visa, the. matter of having your passport validated for travel to the Soviet 
Union may be taken up -with the Department or, if you are abroad, with the 
nearest American diplomatic or consular office." TEMPLETON stated he wants 
to know what to do* 

The Passport Office, Washington, D. C., wrote TEMPLETON on 
March 21, lyh5, that the Department of State interprets the letter he received 
from the Soviet Embassy as an indication that the Emb assy is not prepared 
to grant a Soviet visa to him. The Passport Office letter enclosed passport 
number ^'iBhPk for TEMPLETON’S proposed travel to other countries. It was 
reiterated that if he obtains firm assurances from the Soviet authorities, 
consideration mil be given to validating his., passport for travel to the 
Soviet Union. Passport number SlSkOh is not valid for travel to Albania, 
Bulgaria, China, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, Rumania, or the USSR unless 
specifically endorsed by the Department of State as being valid for such 
travel. 


On the application dated February b, ly55, for the above passport, 
which was issued TEMPLETON on March 21, iy£5, TEMP LETON set forth the 
following: 

He was born at Winchester, Tennessee, on November 2y, iyi2, and 
his permanent residence is 126 Chestnut Street, Englewood, New Jersey. He 
resided outside the United States in England from ly3i| to ly36. His parents, 
HARVEY Mi^TEMPLETON, and VELLA HANDLE TEMPLETON, were born in Tennessee. 

His father, born abo ut, 1U7U., resides at Winchester. -Tennessee. His mother 
is deceased. He was last married on April 17, ly37, to JUDITH DUDLEY FOLK, 
who was born at Nashville, Tennessee, on July 31, lyl2, and this marriage 
was terminated by her death on February 26, ly52. 

TEMPLETON also set forth he desired to depart New York about 
May by TWA, and proposed to stay abroad two months. He intended 

to visit for pleasure, business, and education, Portugal, Spain, France, 
Italy, Yugoslavia, Switzerland, Austria, Russia, and Sweden. Crossed 
through m red pencil is "Russia." 

---^The above application described TEMPLETON as five feet ten inches, 
brown hair /"brown _ eyes, occupation - investment counsel. 

He was previously issued passport number i4.7i4.8yl . On the appli- 
cation dated June 2y, ly£l, for this passport, he gave his occupation as 
investment counsel and stated as a member of ECA Technical Assistance Team, 
he intended to visit Western Germany, France, England, and possibly ether 
Western European nations.

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On December 2y, lyhh, he was issued a passport for proposed^travel /JJ/ 
to Costa Rica. A letter dated November 15, lyhh, signed by P.ffA sms^ WBBRGVI, [ //

TEMPLETON was previously issued a passport on September 6, lyjh. 

On the- application for it, he stated he desired to go to England as a 
student. This passport was renewed at London, England, on May ly, ly36, to 
enable him to obtain visas for travel in Europe. On the application for 
renewal he gave his foreign address as Balliol College, Oxford, England. 

WO indices contain nothing derogatory concerning TEMPLETON.
